he would act as the Town Counsel for Mattapoisett but 
had many expert consultants within the firm to call upon 
for specific opinions — all of whom serve many commu- 
nities. 

Mr. DeRensis has extensive background in the 
types of decisions particular to coastal communities: 
harbors, wharves, shellfishing, boats, moorings, and the 
like. All by-laws, and other aspects of the town would be 
checked for an overall picture allowing him to see the big 
picture and the inter-relationship of issues. All inquiries 
from the town boards would go through him and all 
opinions would go through the Town Administrator with 
copies to the Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen are the 
governing body to whom he owes his loyalty. 

In addition, he said he is available 24 hours a day, 
7 days a week so that answers would be forthcoming on a 
same-day basis, or if of particular complication, in a 
timely manner. Detsch- Williams is one of three law firms 
selected to appear for an interview with the board. The 
only question from a resident in attendance was for an 
explanation of the retainer fee process.

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tinsel 
may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock suggested this be added to 
the water rates rules and regulations. "Do you have actual 
water rules and regulations?'' she asked. 

"We have some, but not pertaining to how we 
bill," Mr. Zora said. 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock suggested a policy be 
written on the billing process and how users are billed. 
Mr. Zora's recommendation was to have the following 
written into the Water Rules and Regulations. He felt this 
was a unique situation and should be written as such. 

"Any non-profit organization that services more than 
10 buildings on the same property with one master meter will 
he allowed 2500 (cubic feet) at the low rate for each served 
building. This will pertain to each semi-annual water/sewer 
billing. " 

Selectman Pierce and Selectman Bryant both 
agreed with the recommendation to not reassess the 
campground's bills for the past two years.

At 7:10 pm the board met with Chief Dispatcher 
Tracy Weckesser to recommend the hiring of four addi- 
tional people to the Communications Department.

Ms. Weckesser also informed the board there has 
to be a liaison between the town and the Enhanced-911 (E- 
911) database system, a position formerly held by Chief 
Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien. Ms. Weckesser requested that 
she be appointed as the Acting E-911 Coordinator for the 
Town of Rochester as Acting Chief Dispatcher, which the 
board unanimously approved. 

Lastly, Ms. Weckesser discussed the need for 
upgraded computer monitors in the Communications 
Department, which are causing "severe interference" with 
the police and fire radios also in use. As such, she is 
requesting $1,600 to purchase two flat-screen computer 
monitors similar to the ones which are used in other area

"We have $6,300 left in the Police Department 
account/' Mr. Huntoon said. "The system (Ms. Weckesser) 
is using in there is getting static from interference. I think 
the first decision which has to be made is if we can take it 
out of the balance (in the account). I know (the Selectmen) 
expressed interest in closing out that account." 

"Fm concerned that we're being consistent ... this 
building was equipped once," Chairman Parker said. "We 
should be consistent with the Police Department and 
Senior Center (accounts)." 

"The monitors we're using have been a problem 
since the building (was opened)," Ms. Weckesser ex- 
plained. "Why they weren't replaced or changed before 
now, I don't know. But in my position, it's a priority to 
replace them. It's a safety issue." 

The board expressed concerns over the fact that 
the accounts for both the Police Station and Senior Center 
building projects were still open and active. They felt the 
remaining money should either be expended or returned 
to the general fund as soon as possible. As such, any 
remaining funds could be used for such expenses. 

"It wouldn't bother me to see (the remaining 
money) used on both buildings," Selectman Laboa said. "I 
would just like to see them closed out. The first priority 
should go to building-related issues since construction." 
With that, the board voted to grant permission to Ms. 
Weckesser to purchase the two computer monitors out of 
the remaining money in the Police Station building 
account.

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Pay Marion Taxes Online 

Marion Town Clerk /Treasurer /Tax Collector 
Debra Blanchette recently announced that Marion 
taxpayers will now be able to utilize a new, convenient 
and secure method to pay their tax bills via the Internet. 

Beginning December 31, there will be a link on 
the Town of Marion's webpage (www.townofmarion.org) 
which will allow taxpayers to utilize the so-called ''e-bilF' 
system to pay their third quarter real estate and personal 
property taxes online. There is no signup cost, the system 
allows taxpayers to make an electronic bank transaction 
via credit card, debit card, or a withdrawal from checking 
or savings account and, best of all, this feature is acces- 
sible 24 hours a day! 

Marion taxpayers can now simply click on the "e- 
biir' link on the Marion homepage, register and make a 
payment. Those who opt for an electronic banking 
withdrawal (savings or checking) will only be charged a 
25-cent fee. Those who opt to make a credit/ debit card 
payment will be charged an average 3 percent fee for the 
transaction — a service fee which is charged by the 
credit/ debit card companies. 

Ms. Blanchette said she inquired about providing 
this option to taxpayers and decided to take advantage of 
it. 'T thought it would be another convenient option for 
taxpayers to make payments,'' she said. 'I'm sure people 
who are accustomed to using the Internet will be more 
inclined to use it.

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(MDPH), using a combination of federal and state funds 
(including contributions from managed care plans 
through the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Vaccine 
Trust Fund), has purchased 589,000 doses of influenza 
vaccine for the 2003/2004-influenza season. As of early 
December, MDPH had distributed 588,300 doses to both 
public and private provider offices.

"I think we are proactively addressing a major 
public health concern/' Senator Menard said. "I believe a 
main core mission of government is to work to prevent 
possible major public health problems. It has been said 
that this flu season is going to be very bad and many 
other states are and will be facing these concerns in the 
very near future.''

clubs/' said Stephen E. Vaitses, Executive Director of CBC. 
"Many of our staff are already involved with the BBR as 
volunteers and participants and this relationship allows 
CBC to extend its mission to provide area residents with 
challenging and enriching new experiences in the marine 
environment/' 

CBC was founded in 1996 and officially incorpo- 
rated in 1998. Participation in 2003 increased by 41 
percent to over 370 participating in a variety of boating 
and off-season classroom programs. Over 90 percent of 
the participants are area youths, many of whom would 
not otherwise have access to boats and qualified instruc- 
tors. CBC was instrumental in founding the sailing teams 
at Dartmouth and Bishop Stang High Schools that now 
sail out of the New Bedford Yacht Club and hopes that 
sailing clubs started at New Bedford and Fairhaven High 
Schools will evolve into school-supported sailing teams. 
CBC is also involved with New Bedford VocTech, Nativity 
Preparatory School, and the West Side School. 

CBC has facilities at Fort Tabor, Clarks Cove (on 
Padanaram Avenue) and at Popes Island. Its fleet consists 
of over 30 boats including 420's, Optimists prams, Capri 
14's, Mariners, a Sonar and a variety of support boats. 
Every other year, CBC manages one of the BBR races out 
of its Fort Tabor facility "CBC involvement was essential 
to running such a large regatta out of the Beverly Yacht 
Club in Marion," said Ray Cullum, Chairman of BBR 
2004. "CBC rose to the occasion and did a superb job in 
2002 and we look forward to their participation in 2004." 

The BBR is one of the largest and most exciting 
sailing regattas in the Northeast, with over 400 boats 
sailing in more than 100 races over the three day regatta. 
The BBR is organized by the New Bedford, Beverly, 
Mattapoisett and Low Tide Yacht Clubs and hosted by 
New Bedford Yacht Club (South Dartmouth) and Beverly 
Yacht Club (Marion) in alternating years. Some 300 
volunteers drawn from these clubs and local communities 
plan and staff the event, and West Marine, Mount Gay 
Rum and Vanguard Sailboats are longtime supporters.

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Trainspotting

The Station Agent. Starring Peter Dinklage and Patricia 
Clarkson. Directed by Tom McCarthy. Running time:

Loneliness is the subject of The Station Agent, a good indepen- 
dent film that's been getting just a tad overpraised. I enjoyed it; 
there's nothing much the matter with it, except that it's about as 
much an indie film at heart as My Big Fat Greek Wedding was. The 
movie stars Peter Dinklage, a deadpan comic actor who stands 
four feet, five inches, and who managed to steal 1995's filmmak- 
ing-is-hell comedy Living in Oblivion in one brief scene in which 
his character, a disdainful actor playing the standard freaky- 
dream dwarf in an indie drama, took frazzled director Steve 
Buscemi to task: "Who dreams of dwarves?" he said, mocking 
wannabe-Lynchian directors' overuse of little people as weird 
harbingers of sleep logic. "Even I don't dream of dwarves." 

Dinklage, much the best reason to see the movie, brings what 
must be a lifetime of weathering insults and morbid curiosity to 
his role as Fin McBride, a stoic hermit with a fascination for trains. 
His elderly friend and co-worker at a model-train shop keels over, 
bequeathing Fin a run-down, inoperative train depot in New- 
foundland, New Jersey. The description of the area ("There's 
nothing out there, I mean nothing") seems to intrigue Fin more 
than the promise of poking around in sidelined traincars. He 
takes up residence in the depot office and looks forward to peace 
and quiet. Surely no one will point and snicker at him here. 
Solitude at last. 

Enter a pair of noisily needy neighbors: Olivia (Patricia 
Clarkson), a neurotic wreck who nearly runs Fin over twice, and 
Joe (Bobby Cannavale), a too-friendly guy taking over his old 
man's coffee-vendor van. Olivia is recovering from some deep 
losses, and finds in Fin a comforting, if unwilling, ear for her 
troubles. Joe, going crazy with boredom and loneliness out here 
in the sticks, keeps pestering Fin to hang out, knock back a cold 
one, go for walks. Fin himself has nothing to do with either 
person's fixation on him — he could just as easily be anyone else 
in the world. They need his company, just at a time when he's not 




looking for any. The joke is that Olivia and Joe are both too self- 
absorbed to notice Fin's height. And of course the more standoff- 
ish he is, the more enticing he becomes as a hard-to-get friend. 

The movie is about how these three form a sort of bond, with 
the good-hearted Joe holding things together. Points to writer- 
director Tom McCarthy for understanding that one subtle wince 
from the been-there-in-real-life Dinklage speaks louder than any 
tearjerking backstory McCarthy might' ve invented for Fin. Ku- 
dos also for denying closure to any of the subplots, like Olivia's 
conflicts with her stick-figure estranged husband, or Joe's ailing 
dad. I did wonder, though, how Fin makes his money; he's shown 
puttering around the model-train shop at the beginning, but after 
that he seems to have a bottomless wallet for groceries and bills. 
"I'm retired," he says at one point, and maybe he is independently 
wealthy, but the movie never clarifies. 

McCarthy also lets a flirtation between Fin and nice librarian 
Michelle Williams (in an appealing performance) fade away 
unresolved. The emotional throughline of The Station Agent is the 
shaky alliance between Fin, Joe, and Olivia, which survives not 
one but two suicide attempts. The performances are first-rate 
(Bobby Cannavale's garrulous regular-guy Joe made me laugh a 
lot), the direction and writing clean and unobtrusive, yet all it 
ends up saying is that friendship is nice. I also didn't need the 
Acting Moments, like the drunken dark-night-of-the-soul scene 
in which Fin climbs up atop a bar and demands "Take a look!" — 
it's the indie-film version of grandstanding. The Station Agent is a 
good film that can easily be mistaken for a great film in a time of 
bad films.

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Sounds of the Season

Apart from the grating, omnipresent Muzak versions 
of Christmas music blaring through retail loudspeakers 
during the holiday season, I actually enjoy various artists' 
unique interpretations of yuletide classics ... and sometimes 
even an original tune or two of their own. It seems of late 
that everyone with a record contract has found a way to 
''cash in" on consumers' desire for a soundtrack to the ul- 
timate consumer shopping season. 

Not that it's a bad thing: I mean, how many times can 
you listen to Bing Crosby croon "White Christmas" or en- 
dure another round of "Deck the Halls" before nodding 
off? When it comes down to a choice between the more 
"traditional" sounds of a choir singing Handel's Messiah 
and the Mitch Miller singers or Christmas classics filtered 
through the bluesy talents of a contemporary artist like 
Brian Setzer, for example, I'll take the former Stray Cat 
dude, thank you very much! 

Here then are four CDs which have caught my fancy 
for Christmas 2003 and will likely get spun a few more 
times between now and New Years Day. Although there's 
no rhyme or reason as to why I've singled these out, they 
could best be characterized in the wedding parlance of 
"something old, something new, something borrowed, and 
something blue." 

Any or all of these are ideal as a Christmas treat for 
yourself or even as last-minute gifts for someone else. 

• Something Old: 
The Ventures - The Ventures' 
Christmas Album. 
Simply put, this is the finest 
instrumental Christmas rock 
'n' roll record ever recorded. I 
can remember being fasci- 
nated by upbeat, uptempo 
versions of "Rudolph the Red- 
Nosed Reindeer" and "Jingle 
Bell Rock" played on jangling, surf -sounding electric gui- 
tars as a kid when my older sister first put a vinyl version 
— remember LP records? — on her stereo. Although most of 
the traditional selections here were conceived for choirs 
and crooners, they all sound bouncier and just more fes- 
tive. For years, you couldn't even find this 1960s session 
on CD, but it was thankfully released by Razor & Tie 
Records in 1995 and I happily seek it out every December. 
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• Something New: 
Harry Connick, Jr. - 
Harry for the Holidays. 

There's something comforting 
in Harry Connick, Jr.'s Sinatra- 
sounding voice that evokes 
visions of a roaring fire and 
thick sweaters. Just as his mu- 
sic served as the ideal fall 
soundtrack to When Harry Met 
Sally, his latest collection of Christmas music is like a sip 
of fine brandy on a cold, winter's night. Connick runs the 
gamut from big-band renditions of "Frosty the Snow Man" 
to the solemn-sounding "Silent Night" and makes every- 
thing sound fresh and — dare I say it? — cool. 

• Something Borrowed: 
Bob Rivers - 
White Trash Christmas. 
Bob Rivers and his irreverent 
comedy troupe have released 
a fifth collection of Christmas 
rock/ pop parodies. Although 
this isn't as wildly original as 
Twisted Christmas or I Am Santa 
Claus (his first two and best ef- 
forts), there are still standout gems here like the country- 
flavored title track (think Willie Nelson singing Bing 
Crosby's classic) and the hilarious "Be Claus I Got High" 
(a seasonal takeoff on Afroman's rap hit). 

• Something Blue: 
The Brian Setzer Orchestra - 
Boogie Woogie Christmas. 
This, by far, is my favorite new 
Christmas CD and has earned 
a spot on my top holiday al- 
bums of all-time. I'm a sucker 
for blues, swing, rockabilly, 
and big band music - and > J 1]^. (^jtS^^S 
Setzer deftly combines all 

these genres into an infectious and toe-tapping collection 
of Christmas classics. His Elvis-esque vocals are only sur- 
passed by his wailing guitar chops, but he still holds his 
own alongside the likes of Ann-Margret on a great duet of 
"Baby It's Cold Outside." Merry Swingin' Christmas!
